The annual play has been a fix- 


ture at the school for about 20 
. years now, Miss Esther Barton 
principal, told us on the phone to 
day. 


The idea began in the old E. C 


Smith school, located near Sev 
enth and Peoria, and moved right 
along into the new Lincoln schoo; 
when it was occupied in 1938. 


"One of the nice features of 


this show," Miss Barton said, "is 
that It is an all-school thing. 
Everyone, the faculty, children 
and the parents jump right in 
and help out. Another thing, the 
play the children present is pro- 
duced from a script written by 
the children and the faculty. You 
know; when you get 700 children 
Involved you just can't buy a 
script to include all of them. So 
we have to work out something 
for o'urselves." 
We ventured the thought that 


moving 700 children on and off a 
stage within an hour's time (the 
average length of the production) 
must take a bil of doing by the 
handlers of the children. 


"Oh, indeed it does," said Miss 


Barton. "But I think it's accom- 
plished because there's such a 
wonderful spirit of cooperation 
among the children, teachers and 
parents."

'"It's our aim to build the show 


around the appreciation of some 
phase of American life."

"Anything that seems 
opportune that year, we incorpo- 
rate in our show." 


For example,-she explained that 


some of the show themes have 
evolved from American music, lit- 
erature and holidays. 


Miss Barton said that recalled 


at one period in the war when it 
was popular to believe that all 
Americans stemmed from Anglo- 
Saxons. Lincoln school promptly 
scheduled a show entitled, "We 
of the U.S.A.," which brought 
home the fact that people of 
many lands 'contributed to that 
which is America.

Ghana Man Killed, Trucker Hurt in Crashes 


Harry Haye 
First 1953 
Auto Victim 


Beier Bakery Man 
Dies as Car Plunges 
Off Highway 


A Ghana 
man, employed 
in 


Dixon, was killed and a truck 
driver suffered injuries in acci 
dents occurring on Lee county 
highways last night. 


Harry Haye, 26, Rt. 1, Chana 


who was a sales supervisor at the 
Beier bakery, Dixon, became the 
county's first traffic fatality of 1953 
when his automobile left the high 
way and piled up in a field about a 
mile north of Franklin Grove about 
6 p.m. 


Haye, the father of two, was be 


lieved to have been en route home 
His car swerved off the Franklin 
Oregon blacktop highway, struck 
a culvert, overturned and then 
came to a halt in a cornfield. Haye 
was thrown from the car and he 
was dead when a physician reach- 
ed him. 


Trucks Crash 


In a second accident investigated 


by Sheriff Charles Redebaugh, El- 
mer Stanek, Janesville, Wis., drove 
his auto transport into the rear of 
another truck at the junction of 
Rts. 26 and 30, six miles south of 
Dixon, and had to be pried from 
the cab of his truck. 


Sheriff 
Redebaugh 
said 
that 


Stanek 
admitted 
falling asleep 


prior to the crash and awakened 
too late to prevent plowing into the 
rear of a freight truck driven by 
Charles W. Nitchlich, Sioux City, 
la. The crash came shortly before 
midnight. 


At an inquest today into the 


death of Haye, the jury determined 
that the victim died of a basal 
skull fracture as a result of the 
accident. 


According to Redebaugh, Haye 


was apparently driving at a fast 
•ate of speed prior to the crash. 


He said tire marks indicated that 


Haye's vehicle started skidding on 
he blacktop and then left the left 
shoulder 
of 
the road. 
A f t e r 


glancing off the culvert, the auto 
iheared a utility pole and plunged 
nto the field. Haye's body xvas 
ound 30 feet from %vhere the car 
came to rest in an upright position. 


Ernest Fair, owner of the land 


vhere Haye met his death, said 
hat the accident cut the electric 
Circuits to his home. Upon investi- 
gating he found the car and the 
body. Fair summoned an ambu- 
ance and a physician. 


In the pre-midnight crash, the 


Wisconsin man suffered a fractured 
ankle and foot. 


Redebaugh explained that both 
rucks were heading east when 
he crash occurred. He said that 
tanek apparently had applied the 
irakcs when he saw that the crash 
vas imminent. When the trucks 
ollided the motor assembly was 
lushed 
into the cab, 
trapping 


itanek's foot. Other truckers ex- 
ricated Stanek from the wreck- 
ge. 
A flare planted by a trucker as 


warning to other 
motorists, 


aused a fire alarm to be placed 
o Dixon. A witness mistook the 
lare to be the flaming cab of the 
vrccked truck. Dixon rural fire- 
ncn made a run to the scene. 


Milk, Butter

WASHINGTON C/P) — The 


government today lifted price 
controls from milk, butter, 
ice cream and other dairy 
products. Drugs, cosmetics, 
coal and most service charges, 
such as auto, radio and tele- 
vision 
repairs, 
also 
were 


freed from controls. 


Price Stabilizer Joseph Freehill 


said the items decontrolled in the 
new list affect about 10 per cent 
of the articles used in making up 
the cost of living index. 
He said 


the Office of Price Stabilization 
still retains full control over about 
13 percent of the items and par- 
tial control over about 3.5 per cent. 


Cigarets Missing 


Missing from the list was Cigar- 


ets and other tobacco products on 
which OPS had planned Tuesday 
to lift controls. The agency decid- 
ed overnight to substitute milk and 
dairy products and oleomargarine 
for the tobaccoes. 


This was the third major action 


in stripping off price curbs since 
President Eisenhower called for 
ending controls in an orderly man- 
ner by April 30. 


Freehill estimated 
that 
more 


than 25 billion dollars worth of 
goods and services based on an 
annual business volume was af- 
fected by today's action. 


Freehill predicted at a news con- 


Icrence there would be price in- 
creases for many of the newly ex- 
empt items. He mentioned higher 
charges for services, some spot- 
ed increases on milk and dairy 
products, and general raises for 
many types of building materials.

CIO Leader Says Plight of

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—W)—Walter P. Reuther, president of the 


CIO, declared today "the plight of our schools has deteriorated from a 
national scandal to a national tragedy." 


"Millions of American children 


are being robbed of their rightful 
opportunity for a decent and full 
education," he said in a speech 
prepared for delivery before the 
American Association of School 
Administrators. 


If the nation can afford billions 


for defense, it can afford an ade- 
quate school system, he added. 
Hundreds of thousands of CIO 
members work in modern, well- 
lighted, 
well-ventilated 
defense 


plants paid for by taxpayers, he 
said, ndding; 


"But the kids of these workers 


are forced in too many communi- 
ties to go to schools that are out- 
dated, or overcrowded, or under- 
staffed, or make-shift or obsolete. 


"Regardless of what you may 


hear from Washington, the coun- 
try isn't bankrupt. It has the fi- 
nancial strength, and it should 
have the will, to make the neces- 
sary investments to produce a de- 
cent school system." 


He said a recent decision by the 


house 
appropriations committee 


to cut out 24 million dollars for* 
federal aid to schools in defense 
areas was "falce economy." 


The defense in the reckless hom- 


icide trial of Robert E. Brown, 
Grand Detour, in circuit court to- 
day was apparently attempting to 
establish that a blown' tire might 
have figured in the accident that 
caused the death of Ray C. Smith, 
64, Rt. 2, Oregon, on the night of 
Dec. 23. 


Smith was a passenger in the 


Brown car when it collided with 
one driven by Gene Burner, 16, of 
1049 Highland av. on Rt. 2, two 
miles northeast of Dixon. 


Defense Attorney Elwin Wads- 


worth, in calling defense witnesses 
to the stand this morning, intro- 
duced a tire from the Brown auto- 
mobile into the evidence. 


He extracted from witnesses tes- 


timony that the tire was flat when 
the car was examined just after 
the accident. 


State's witnesses, on the other 


hand, have testified that Brown's 
car was in the wrong lane when 
the collision occurred. State's At- 
ty. Bales is attempting to prove 
that Brown was negligent. 


Brown was indicted by the Jan- 


uary term of the Lee county grand 
jury and charged with causing the 
death of Smith. 


Defense Attorney Wadsworth, in 


calling defense witnesses to the 
stand this morning, apparently is 
trying to show that something oth- 
er than negligence caused the ac- 
cident. 


State's 
Attorney Bales called 


seven witnesses to the stand yes- 
terday ^aftci noon. 


Attorney Wadsworth called five 


defense witnesses to testify this 
morning. 


Bale's first witness. Dr. Edward 


S. Murphy, physician, Dixon, tes- 
tified that Smith was dead when 
he examined him in the basement 
of the KSB hospital after the ac- 
cident. 


Murphy said that Smith was a 


patient of his, suffering 
from a 


heart condition. 


Defense 
Attorney 
Wadsworth' 


asked whether or not the 
heart 


condition could have 
contributed 


to Smith's death. Murphy said it 
could. 


Bales asked whether the hcait 


condition could IIHVC been aggra- 
vated by the accident. Murphy 
said it could. 


Gene Burner, driver of the other 


car, told the court 
thnt Brown 


was on the wrong side of the road 
when the accident happened. 


Burner said he had been nt a 


choir rocital and a paity prior to 
the accident, but that no intoxicat- 
ing boveragos were xo.rved. 


George Mavcs. a passenger in 


the Burner car at the time of the 
a c c i d e n t , corroborated Burner's 
testimony, stating that Brown was 
in the wrong lane. 


Hugh Deery, Dixon, who stopped 


to help the accident victims short- 
ly after the collision, testified that 
Brown was incoherent when they 
attempted to talk to him and that 
he didn't know who his passenger 
was. 


Edward Mahan, 516 W. Eighth 


St., who also assisted the victims, 
agreed that Brown was unable to 
talk coherently. 


Lee County Sheriff Charles Rede- 


baugh, who took Brown to the KSB 
hospital and who questioned the de- 
fendant when they arrived, said

first agreed to a blood test to de- 
termine intoxication and later re- 
fused to allow the hospital to per- 
form the tests. 


John Stouffer, chief deputy sher- 


iff, Lee county, who made the acci- 
dent investigation said that he had 
found eight unopened cans of beer 
in the Brown vehicle. 


Wadsworth called Richard Pal- 


mer, proprietor of the River View 
tavern between Oregon and Grand 
Detour, who told the jury that he 
did not think that Brown or Smith 
were under the influence of alcohol 
when they left his tavern prior to 
the accident. 


Doris Christcnsen, a waitress in 


the Palmer tavern also testified 
that the two men weren't under the 
influence. The jury was told that 
Brown was in the tavern from 
about 5:30 p.m. until 11:30 p.m. 
Brown said that in that time he 
had only three or four cans of beer.

Valve Causes Crash, Claim 


WASHINGTON—l/P>—The Interstate Commeice commiss:on said to- 


day an incorrectly placed brake valve caused the spectacular wreck 
of a runaway express train in Washington's Union Station. 


The ICC recommended that all 


railway cars having brake valves 
placed in a similar position be 
checked immediately to make sure 
that they can't cause similar acci- 
dents. 


The wreck here, on Jan. 15. 


came when the Fedeial Express 
from Boston, operated jointly by 
the New Haven and Pennsylvania 
Railroads, failed to stop as it came 
into the station. 


It ran off the doarl end tails and 


crashed into the concourse of the 
huge station. 


87 Hurt 


No one was killed, but at the 


time about 50 were reported in- 
jured. The ICC said today that its 
count showed 87 persons were hurt 
in one way or another. 


The villain in the great train 


wreck was an angle cock on the 
roar end of tho third car, tho ICC 
found. Every railway car has an 


angle cock, supposedly fool proof, 
at each end. 


At an earlier investigation on 


Capitol Hill, members of the Sen- 
ate 
Commerce Committee had 


suggested that possibly sabotage 
had occurred, with someone delib- 
erately closing the angle cock. 


But throughout the ICC hearing 


sabotage was never mentioned, and 
it was not referred to in the com- 
mission's 15-page report. 


Partly Closod 


After the wreck, the angle cock 


at the end of the third car was 
found to be partly closed. The ICC 
said this meant that the brakes 
in the last 13 cars of the train 
were 
unable to function. 
This 


would mean that the train came 
in with brakes working only on the 
big electric locomotive and the first 
three cars. It hit the stop block at 
the end of the tracks at a speed 
estimated at from 35 to 50 miles 
an hour,

WASHINGTON UP) — The 


house ways and means com- 
mittee disagreed vigorously 
and openly today with Presi- 
dent 
Eisenhower's 
avowed 


policy of putting spending 
cuts ahead of any reductions 
in taxes. 


A tax cut must "precede, not 


follow" 
budget 
reductions, 
the 


committee said in a report to the 
House only one day after Eisen- 
hower strongly renewed his stand 
for the reverse order. 


Further, the committee asserted, 


a delay in tax trimming until th« 
level of spending is determined— 
the approach stressed by Eisen- 
hower—"might well have serjpua 
economic consequences." 
' 


Fight Into Open . 
'. ; 


This language brought squarely 


into the open a simmering clash 
among^Republicans over tax policy 
and raised the threat of a possible 
presidential veto. It was approved 
by the committee in a closed meet- 
ing late Tuesday—without « roll- 
call vote. 
•

The committee planned to make 


it public today. Some newsmen 
saw a copy in advance of that 
action. 


The report formally sends to the 


House, with a recommendation for 
passage, a bill by Committee 
Chairman Reed (R-NY) to cut in- 
dividual income taxes 10 per cent 
starting July 1—a bill approved 
21-4 by the committee Monday. 


At his first White House news 


conference, Eisenhower said Tues- 
day that the government cannot af- 
ford to reduce taxes or federal in- 
come until it has in sight a spend- 
ing program which balances in- 
come and outgo. Otherwise, he 
added, higher taxes may result in 
the future. 


Opposes It Now 


Eisenhower said he would not 


consent as things now stand to any 
reduction in government revenue 
without a substitute which would 
bring in as much. 


The President indicated if the 


excess profits tax on business is 
to expire June 30—as provided in 
present 
law—his 
administration 


would seek a substitute for that 
revenue, estimated at about 2*4 
billion dollars annually. 


Ways 
and 
means 
committee 


sources said-today they have heard 
the Treasury is considering asking 
for a temporary increase of 2 per- 
centage points in the regular in- 
come surtax on corporations as a 
substitute for the excess profits 
levy. That would boost the regular 
top rate for corporations from 52 to 
54 per cent. 


Reed, however, said, "there will 


be no increases in taxes of any 
kind this year." 


Official Weight 


The report threw the 
official 


weight of his committee behind-i 
statement that the excess profits 
tax should be allowed to expire as 
scheduled. The report denounced 
the tax—which runs up to 82 per 
cent on profits considered exces- 
sive—as one that "shackles new, 
small and growing 
corporations 


and tends to favor old and well- 
established businesses." 


The report added it would be 


'unconscionable" not to grant re- 
lief to individual taxpayers at the 
same lime the excess profits levy 
expires.

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President Now Realizes 
Importance of Clarity

WASHINGTON—Ifc—Most people 


here realize any new administra- 
tion has to go through a period of 
getting adjusted to the job and its 
responsibilities. If for no other rea- 
son that that, they have viewed 
with patience, sympathy, under- 
standing and good will the efforts 
of the Eisenhower administration 
to take over and settle down. 


The administration has run Into 


some bumps, plainly through in- 
experience. 
For example, when 


President Eisenhower was quoted 
as saying it would be all right for 
Congress to pass a measure which 
would make it harder for him to 
reorganize the gqvernment. 
This 


was caught in time and a friendly 


Congress let him have the power 
he really wanted. 


Seen Importance 


The President is probably lu.vlng 


impressed on him every day the 
great importance attached to any- 
thing a President says.

Parents Must Watch for 
Ringworm of Child's Scalp 


"I have a little grandson," writes 


Mrs. C. D., "who has had ring- 
worm of the scalp for four months. 
He has lost all his hair. What 
causes it and how do you get it?" 


Ringworm of the scalp, or tinea 


capitis, is a fungus infection gen- 
erally involving the root of the 
hair and that part of the hair 
which is close to the scalp. Some- 
times there are scattered semi- 
bald patches on the back or sides 
of the head, but complete loss of 
hair is the exception. These patch- 
es are scaly and the infected hair 
has a dull luster and if often brok- 
en off rather short. 


It is often necessary for the 


physician to use special equipment 
in order to make a diagnosis. A 
light which consists of ultraviolet 
rays filtered through a special 
type of glass is used and exami- 
nation must be carried out in a 
darkened room. 
Under this spec- 


ial light the infected hair usually 
gives a bright glow. 


Other tests, such as looking at 


the hairs or scrapings from the 
scalp, are sometimes made. 


The treatment for ringworm is 


not easy, but in time is usually 
successful. 
The ointments con- 


taining chemicals w h i c h have 
worked on other types of fungus 
infections may not prove effective 
for this, so treatment may seem 
discouraging for a time. 
Some 


success has been reported 
with 


X-ray treatment. 


When ringworm of the scalp is 


really epidemic in a community, 
an attempt should be made to find 
all o'f the cases by making a sur- 
vey of school children and 
pre- 


school children in families where 
an older child is found to be in- 
fected. 
WATCH FOR SIGNS 


Children living 
in 
institutions 


are even more likely to be exposed 
than children in homes. Also, bar- 
bers can be helpful if they watch 
for any such 
condition 
of 
the 


scalp, and 
they should 
refrain 


'from cutting the hair of a child 
having this infection. 


This problem is of serious con- 


cern to skin specialists. 
Parents 


can help enormously by being on 
the lookout for any disease of the 
scalp and reporting it immediately, 
for it is most important to recog- 
nize its infectious nature and to 
stop it from spreading.

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Lions Gob Members Hear 
Story Behind MacArthur's 
Arguments With President 


Blame for America's perilous po 


sition in world affairs was placed 
on Franklin D. Roosevelt yesterday 
by Dr. James K. Eyre jr., political 
observer, speaking at a meeting of 
the Dixon Lions club. 


Eyre, advisor to Sergio Osmen 


former Philippine president, told 
his audience at a luncheon in the 
Nachusa house, the Roosevelt's "in 
competency and bungling" almost 
led to disaster during the outset of 
World War II. 


According to Eyre, many of the 


blunders made by the Democratic 
administration during and after 
World War II under Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman resulted from 
their opposition to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's stand. 


Failed To Be Honest 


The dispute started at the open- 


ing curtain of World War II when 
Roosevelt failed to be "honest" 
with MacArthur during the Jap on- 
slaught against Corregidor, Eyre 
said. 


MacArthur had appealed to the 


administration for reinforcements 
to stop the Japs at Bataan and Cor- 
regidor. He decided not to leave 
until he got them, Eyre contended. 


In order not to have MacArthur 


' captured and start a wave of prop- 
aganda to the effect that the ad- 
ministration had abandoned him 
on Corregidor, Roosevelt promised 
MacArthur help in time to save 
the Philippines if he'd escape to 
Australia, Eyre added. 


MacArthur agreed. But in Aus- 


tralia, when the Philippines fell 
to Japs because of the failure of 
that aid to arrive, MacArthur was 
so angry, he threatened to resign 
his command, Eyre said. 


Eyre believed that but for Mac- 


Arthur's attempt to hold the Philip- 
pines as long as he did, the wheels 
may have been set in motion that 
would have caused America to lose 
the war or accept a more costly 
Victory. 


However, persuaded by Austra- 


lia's president to carry on, even 
under adverse conditions 
after 


MacArthur and former Philippine 
President Manuel Quezon had ex- 
pressed 
their opinions of 
the 


Roosevelt administration, MacAr- 
thur developed a bitterness to- 
ward the entire situation. 


Note Bitterness 


That bitterness was noted in 


MacArthur's character throughout 
the war.

that, Eyre said. 


It was then that the unhealing 


wounds opened between MacAr- 
thur and Roosevelt. 
There was 


no attempt on the part of either 
Roosevelt or Truman to mend the 
gap, he added. 


Eyre said that the United States 


is on more substantial ground to- 
day than a few months ago. 


The nation came close to being 


taken over lock, stock, and barrel 
by left wingers and was getting a 
line of falsehoods in place of free- 
dom, 
Eyre contended. 


Eyre likened President Dwight 


Eisenhower's viewpoint of world af- 
fairs to MacArthur's in that Eisen- 
hower got his basic knowledge as a 
militarist from his work under 
MacArthur's command in the Unit- 
ed States and in the.Far East. 


The true story behind the Roose- 


velP-Truman-MacArthur controver- 
sy never came out at the MacAr- 
thur hearings after he was relieved 
of his Far East command by Tru- 
man, Eyre said. 


Eyre termed those hearings as 


being "dishonest and fraudulent." 
MacArthur backed Senator Robert 
Taft as Republican candidate for 
the presidency. The Truman ad- 
ministration previously had com- 
piled a , MacArthur record from 
FBI investigation to hold over Mac- 
Arthur's head . 


MacArthur did not want to hurt 


Taft's chances for the presidency 
by blasting the Democratic admin 
istration at the MacArthur hear- 
ings and having his own record 
tied in with his support of Taft. 


Carry Over 


MacArthur's bitterness during 


the . Korean campaign stemmed 
from his experiences in World War 
II. Eyre said. 


He suspected that he would face 


the same abandonment on Korea 
as he did during the outbreak of 
World War II, he added. 


Eyre told his audience that he 


had written a book explaining the 
facts behind the famed dispute but 
that he had considerable trouble in 
having it published. 


He claimed that he couldn't have 


it published through usual channels 
in that he was given the run around 
by "left wingers." He had to pub- 
lish his own book. 


He said he had decided to em- 


ploy the story of the controversy in 
behalf of a constructive foreign 
policy, or at least a policy, to be 
maintained by the United States.

that jarred raider planes 11,000 
feet up, returning pilots reported. 


Air Force and Marine planes 


teamed in the strike, billed as the 
largest of the year. Late arrivals 
over the target said fires and 
towering smoke columns made it 
impossible to tell immediately how 
much damage was wrought. 


While fighter-bombers systemat- 


ically worked over the target, swift 
Sabres barreled on north and took 
on MIG-15 jets who were heading 
south from their Manchurian bases 
toward the bombing scene.

WASHINGTON <#)— The Defense 


department has turned down a re- 
quest to reactivate tho 109th Anti- 
Aircraft Artillery Brigade of the 
Illinois National Guard. 


A spokesman said Tuesday night: 
"The brigade was withdrawn at 


the request of the state of Illinois 
more than a year ago, and the 
brigade has not been re-allocated 
to the Illinois National Guard. 


"At present, there is no require- 


ment for another anti-aircraft bri- 
gade." 


Gov. William G. Stratton has re- 


quested that the brigade be re- 
stored to active duty. The Defense 
department spokesman said Strat- 
ton had not explained why Illinois 
wanted the unit reactivated. 


The 109th was placed on inactive 


duty by former Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson in 1951 after its two gun 
battalions were called to federal 
service. The unit's commander, 
Brig. Gen. Julius Klein, contended 
the deactivation was politically in- 
spired because of his public sup- 
port of Gen- MacA'rthur's policies. 
T-his was dented by his superior 
officers and Gov. Stevenson. 


In reply to questions, the Defense 


department spokesman said' no ac- 
tion has been taken on renewing 
Klein's status as a brigadier gen- 
eral. 


"Federal recognition has never 


been withdrawn from Gen. Klein," 
the spokesman said. "It is up to 
the state of Illinois to take the first 
step as to the status of its person- 
nel, and Gen. Klein is a member 
of the Illinois National Guard." 


Klein's five-year commission as 


a one-star general expired Monday. 
A bill is pending in the Illinois 
legislature which would extend his 
term another 22 months.

OREGON—Each of you farmers 


with a poultry flock have a chal- 
lenge—about 18 per cent have been 
culling their chickens. Let's make 
this 100 per cent this year. The 
hen is the best bookkeeper we 
have, including the farm house- 
wife. 


Sam Ridlen of the Poultry De- 


partment at the University of Illi- 
nois, told of the methods chickens 
have of recording their egg produc- 
tion. Sam spoke at the Egg and 
Poultry Marketing Meeting held at 
Oregon last week. 


As 
production 
proceeds, 
the 


amount of coloring of the hens 
bleaches out — in this way, one' 
tan easily see whether she has 
been in production one week or six.. 
The best time to cull is after the 
birds have gone to roost. 


But regardless of the time, make 


It a practice to cull, regularly. A 
4 pound hen eats 4% pounds of 
feed at a cost of 21 cents per 
month. 
A 6 pound hen eats 6 


pounds of feed at a cost of 27 cents 
per month. 


If a flock lays 35 per cent you 


will have to receive 39 cents per 
dozen of eggs to pay the feed bill 
only. However, if you get 60 per 
cent production your eggs must 
bring 23 cents to pay the food bill. 


Let's get on the efficient side of 


the poultry enterprise and cull your 
loafing hens. • • •

10 per cent DDT dust is 
recommended for use on beef cat- 
tle. Apply about 6 ounces of dust 
to each mature animal, with any 
available duster. 


Rub the animals with the hands 


if necessary. 
A second treatment 


after 14 to 18 days is usually neces- 
sary. The control of lice protects 
the herd health, improves herd ap- 
pearance, and adds weight to beef 
cattle. ,

SPRINGFIELD, 111. -W- Two 


bills sought by the Chicago Cilme 
Commission as new weapons in 
the fight against organized law- 
breaking today are safely over 
their first hurdle in the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


The measures, indorsed Tuesday 


by the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, are the so-called perjury arid 
immunity bills. Defeated often be- 
fore, they have the support this 
time of Gov. William G. Stratton.

oath sufficient evidence for a per- 
jury indictment without the neces- 
sity of proving which was false.

city's North Side. 


Mrs. Roberts told police that the 


rifle with which she attempted to 
scare De Moss discharged when he 
pushed her against a wall. The 
single bullet passed through De 
Moss' heart and struck Mrs. Jor- 
dan in the right shoulder. Her con- 
dition was not serious.

munity in exchange for testifying, 
and later balked after taking th« 
witness stand. 


Libonati cast the lone dissenting 


vote against the immunity pro- 
posal. 


Attorney General Latham Cas- 


tle, 
who spent a total of 22 years 


as a state's attorney and judge, 
testified that in his
